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CCTV crackdown on boy racers 


CCTV has been installed in a busy 
Seaton car park to curb anti-social be¬ 
haviour and ‘boy racers’. 

The CCTV cameras in the long-stay car park 
next to Seaton Jurassic were switched on last 
week. 

East Devon District Council (EDDC) decided 
to introduce CCTV after ongoing complaints 
from residents about persistent problems with 
vehicle-related anti-social behaviour in the car 
park. 
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Residents expressed concern about pedestrian 
safety within the car park, as well as fears for 
road safety, arising from vehicles exiting into 
the road at high speeds. 

Loud, revving engines and sounding horns 
were reported by both residents and customers 
using the car park. 

A spokesperson for the council said: “EDDC 
hopes that the presence of CCTV cameras will 
act as an effective de¬ 
terrent to the perpe¬ 
trators of these intim¬ 
idating anti-social ac¬ 
tions. 

“Having held discus¬ 
sions with the police, 
local councillors and 
residents, the council 
decided that a CCTV 
system was the most 
appropriate response 
to this recurring prob¬ 
lem, which has be¬ 
come more noticeable 
due to the recent pop¬ 
ularity of Seaton 
Jurassic, which has 
contributed to turning 
this once under-used 
asset into a popular 
and busy parking fa¬ 
cility. 

“The council is 
aware that there has 
been an ongoing issue 
at this location for 
around 35 years and 
that although local ed¬ 
ucation and enforce¬ 


ment initiatives have brought some success, 
the problems have always returned. 

“The CCTV surveillance system will provide 
high quality images, which will identify vehicle 
registration numbers and will capture a clear 
image of the driver together with a clear 
recording of any vehicle manoeuvres being per¬ 
formed within the car park, as well as the driv¬ 
ing style in which the car park is being entered 
and exited.” 

Councillor Marcus Hartnell, East Devon Dis¬ 
trict Council’s lead councillor for Seaton (and

also the town mayor), said: “It is our genuine 
hope that the CCTV system will be effective in 
discouraging further misuse of this car park. 

“However, if vehicle related anti-social be¬ 
haviour does continue, we will now be able to 
give the police good quality evidence to support 
reasonable and proportionate enforcement ac¬ 
tion against the offenders.”

Registration deadline for 
county elections next week 


WITH local elections taking place in just a few 
weeks, voters in East Devon and South Somer¬ 
set are being urged to make sure they are reg¬ 
istered to vote and are able to take part on 
polling day - Thursday, May 4th. 

The call for voters to sign-up comes as the 
Electoral Commission launches a national 
voter registration campaign to encourage as 
many people as possible to register ahead of 
elections taking place this year across the coun¬ 
try. In order to vote in the county council elec¬ 
tions, you need to be registered by Thursday, 
April 13th. 

Mark Williams, Electoral Registration Officer 
for East Devon, said: “Time is running out to 
make sure you can take part in elections this 
May, so I’d encourage everyone in East Devon 
to take action now if they’re not already regis¬ 
tered to vote. It’s quick and easy to register, but 
after the deadline of April 13th, it will be too 
late.” 

Emma Hartley, Head of Campaigns at the 
Electoral Commission, said: “Our research 
shows that young people, students and recent 
home movers are particularly less likely to be 
registered to vote. 

“So if you have moved house recently, then 
make sure you’re registered correctly. If you’re 
not registered, you won’t be able to have your 
say on issues that directly affect your day-to- 
day life in East Devon.” 

• COUNCILS across Somerset are targeting 
properties with no registered voters in a bid to 
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boost turnout for their county council elec¬ 
tions. 

In an innovative initiative, mock poll cards 
are being sent to almost 30,000 properties re¬ 
minding the occupiers that they are not yet reg¬ 
istered to vote. 

The cards, which are being distributed by all 
five district councils across the county in a 
cross-county initiative, give clear instructions 
on how to register to vote and a contact number 
for further help and advice. 

At the beginning of March there were 418,000 
registered electors in the county. 

It is hoped the helpful reminders will encour¬ 
age potential voters to meet the April 13th dead¬ 
line for getting your name on the voter register. 

A spokesperson for the district and county 
councils said: “We want as many people as pos¬ 
sible to come out and vote on May 4th and this 
is the first time we have tried an initiative like 
this. 

“There will be many eligible people out there 
who for one reason or another aren’t on the 
electoral register and we hope this is the nudge 
they need to sign up before April 13th.” 


Redraw pull out 
of Bovis takeover 

REDROW has withdrawn its takeover offer for fel¬ 
low housebuilder Bovis. 

The Flintshire-based company, whose share 
and cash offer was rejected by Bovis earlier last 
month, said it would not return with a higher 
offer. 

Redrow said it had pulled out because it was 
"not in its shareholders' best interests to increase 
its proposal" and would now focus on its growth 
strategy. 

Bovis has built homes in Seaton, Ottery St Mary 
and Axminster. There have recently been reports 
that residents are unhappy with the quality of 
some of the homes built at the Cloakham Lawns 
development in Axminster. 

Bovis has also rejected an all-share takeover bid 
from Galliford Try, but has continued talks with 
them. 

The chief executive of Bovis, David Ritchie, quit 
the company in January after eight years after 
the company issued a profit warning. 

In February, Bovis announced that its annual 
pre-tax profits had fallen three per cent to 
£154.7 m.

Yeovil man sentenced to 21 years for 
sexual offences against three girls 


A 55-YEAR-OLD man 
from the Yeovil area 
has been jailed for 21 
years after being con¬ 
victed of sexual of¬ 
fences against three 
girls. 

Peter John Kingdon, 
of Barwick, near 


Yeovil, was sentenced 
at Taunton Crown 
Court on Wednesday, 
March 29th after pre¬ 
viously being con¬ 
victed of 11 charges, 
including rape, sex¬ 
ual assault and gross 
indecency. 


The charges relate 
to three victims, who 
were aged between 
five and 15 at the time 
the offences were 
committed. 

Investigating officer 
DC Stephen Bark 
said: “Peter Kingdon 
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is a depraved sex of¬ 
fender whose appall¬ 
ing crimes spanned 16 
years. 

“A police investiga¬ 
tion began in Febru¬ 
ary 2015 when one of 
his victims bravely 
came to Yeovil Police 
Station to report the 
abuse she had suf¬ 
fered. 

“Kingdon initially 


pleaded not guilty in 
court and maintained 
this up until the final 
hearing when he fi¬ 
nally changed his plea 
to guilty. 

“I would like to com¬ 
mend all the victims 
for the determination 
and dignity they have 
shown throughout the 
police investigation 
and court proceed¬ 


ings. I hope this out¬ 
come will encourage 
other victims of rape 
and sexual assault to 
have confidence in re¬ 
porting offences to us, 
no matter how long 
ago the crimes oc¬ 
curred.”

Seaton Jurassic up for six awards 


SEATON Jurassic has been shortlisted for no 
less than six top awards from bodies which 
look to honour the nation’s best new buildings. 

The visitor attraction was opened in spring 
2016 and is owned by East Devon District Coun¬ 
cil and operated by charity Devon Wildlife 
Trust. 

It has welcomed more than 50,000 people 
through its doors during its first year of opera¬ 
tion. 

Four of the nominations come from The Plan¬ 
ning Awards 2017, a prestigious awards 
scheme which looks to honour ‘excellence in 
planning and placemaking’. 

The four categories in which Seaton Jurassic 
has been shortlisted include: 

• Award for Regeneration; 

• Award for Best Use of Publicly Owned 
Land; 

• Award for Best Use of Arts, Culture or 
Sport in Placemaking; 

• Award for Partnership Working. 

The Planning Awards recognise ‘outstanding 
professional planning work, rewarding excel¬ 
lence in planning-related activities such as 
placemaking, urban design, economic develop¬ 
ment, housing, regeneration, legal advice and 
environmental consulting’. 

Seaton Jurassic has also been shortlisted for 
a fifth award in a separate building design com¬ 
petition. The RICS (Royal Institute of Char¬ 
tered Surveyors) Awards are billed as ‘the 
premier property and construction awards in 
the country’ and Seaton Jurassic has landed a 


shortlisting in the ‘Regeneration’ category 
within the South West region. 

The attraction’s sixth award nomination 
comes in the annual Michelmores’ Property 
Awards. 

The awards are billed as ‘the South West’s 
premier property competition, showcasing and 
celebrating the very best of the region’s pro¬ 
jects, buildings and businesses’. 

Seaton Jurassic has been nominated as a can¬ 
didate for Leisure and Hospitality Project of 
the Year. The results of all six nominations 
should be known this summer. 

Councillor Paul Diviani, the Leader of East 
Devon District Council, said: “This is fantastic 
news and a wonderful accolade for everyone 
who has been involved in Seaton Jurassic. 

“We feel passionately about this unique and 
exciting visitor attraction, which has delivered 
what it promised, helping put Seaton firmly on 
the tourist attraction map and boosting the re¬ 
generation of the town by attracting thousands 
of visitors.

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‘Red lines’ protest hospital cuts across the area 


HUNDREDS of angry East Devon residents 
were out in force on Saturday, as they held 
demonstrations across the area against cuts to 
hospital beds and services, writes PETER 
HODGES & ANDERS LARSSON. 

Protesters, dressed head to toe in red, at Honi- 
ton, Seaton and Ottery St Mary hospitals 
formed human Ted lines’ to protest against the 
halving of hospital beds across East Devon, in 
a show of solidarity with their neighbours. 

Approximately 350 people gathered at Seaton 
Hospital, where the speakers included MP Neil 
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Parish, local GP Dr Mark Welland, town mayor 
Cllr Marcus Hartnell, town councillor Martin 
Shaw and deputy mayor Cllr Jack Rowland. 

Dr Welland told the crowd: “The CCG is mak¬ 
ing a massive mistake, they haven’t listened. 

“Let the CCG prove they have a better service 
in place before they close a single bed. I don’t 
think they will be able to do that.” 

A Seaton Town Council working party on a 
potential judicial review - similar to what 
Honiton is hoping to achieve - was set to pre¬ 
sent its findings on Monday evening as this 
paper went to press. 

The council was expected to debate a motion 
to make money available for initial legal advice 
on seeking a judicial review of the decision to 
close the beds. 

In Honiton, more than 350 people marched 
from the town to the hospital on Marlpits Road, 
as MP Neil Parish, East Devon District Leader 
Cllr Paul Diviani and town mayor Cllr Caroline 
Kolek made presentations to the nurses at the 
hospital for all their hard work. 

Following the presentation, district council¬ 
lor Mike Allen addressed the crowd saying

(CCG) had made ‘a callous decision knowing 
that social care cannot look after our sick peo¬ 
ple at home’, after which MP Neil Parish said 
he would donate £250 towards a judicial review 
being sought into the decision to close the hos¬ 
pital beds. 

Mr Parish had already pledged finanical sup¬ 
port to any review in Seaton, after being chal¬ 
lenged to do so by a member of the public. 

Heather Penwarden, Honiton Hospital 
League of Friends chairman, thanked everyone 
for their support and revealed that they had so 
far received £25,000 towards the judicial review 
in just one week. 

The Save our Hospital Services Honiton 
Steering Group also thanked everyone for turn¬ 
ing up and showing their support. 


In Ottery St Mary, protestors braved the rain 
to form their own line outside their hospital. 

The crowd was addressed by Claire Wright 
and Dr Graham Ward. Cllr Wright said: “I am 
personally disappointed that we were asked to 
move twice by staff (presumably acting upon 
orders from on high) on the basis we were caus¬ 
ing an obstruction. 

“Yet I had already cleared our event with Ot- 
tery’s senior GP, Dr Simon Kerr, who was quite 
happy about us being there. 

Two previous demonstrations at the hospital 
with a similar number of people - in 2014 and 
last year elicited no complaint, request to move 
nor a threat to call the police. 

“If PCSO Maria Clapp hadn’t been there, ap¬ 
parently this is what would have happened.”

Whilst painting, he washes his brush in 
low odour thinner, stored and re-used 
when clear, but later soaks his brushes in 
neat Fairy Liquid and rinses them in hot 
water.

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Open letter to health secretary 


Concerns over silt being deposited 


■ OPEN letter to Jeremy Hunt MP, 
Secretary of State for Health: 

I AM writing to you about the proposed closure 
of all the beds at Seaton Hospital. 

This decision by the local CCG is flawed in so 
many different ways that it is difficult to know 
where to begin. I will keep to the main points 
and be as brief as possible: 

1. Seaton Hospital was built in the 1980s, 
funded 50 per cent by the NHS and 50 per cent 
by the community, brick by brick. It belongs 
jointly to the community and the NHS. It is 
well equipped and well used; occupancy rates 
are between 85 and 90 per cent. 

2. The beds at Axminster Hospital were lost a 
year or so ago. The residents of Axminster 
were assured that Seaton Hospital beds were 
safe and would serve the whole of the Axe Val¬ 
ley. This appears to have been a lie. If Seaton 
beds are closed, people living in Axminster 
would have to change buses to get to Sidmouth, 
so four bus journeys to get to the nearest hos¬ 
pital. Sidmouth has severe traffic problems, 
with the hospital at the centre of them. Seaton 
Hospital has ample parking in a quiet street. 

3. Option A, which would have retained the 
beds at Seaton, was by far the most popular 
choice in the consultation. This has been ig¬ 
nored by the CCG. 

4. The CCG statistics on population are false. 
They state that Sidmouth has the older popula¬ 
tion. In fact, Sidmouth has 32 per cent of resi¬ 
dents over 65, while Seaton has 33 per cent. 
Both towns have seven per cent of residents 
over 85. What this has got to do with the final 
decision is impossible to fathom. Seaton is also 
the less affluent of the two towns. 

5. Having lost Axminster beds, and proposing 
to lose those of Seaton and Honiton, would 
bring about a total collapse of the system in 
East Devon. How anyone can imagine that Sid¬ 
mouth Hospital could cope with the extra pa¬ 
tients is beyond belief. The ‘bed-blocking’ we 
have now would be as nothing compared to the 


nightmare future being proposed. 

6. It is common knowledge that it would be 
impossible to recruit the amount of staff neces¬ 
sary to cover house visits on the scale sug¬ 
gested. Local care homes and Care in the 
Community services cannot fill the vacancies 
they have now. It is no good ignoring the blind¬ 
ingly obvious - it is not a popular job. 

My next points relate to the policy of closing 
hospital beds in the wider situation. 

7. In hospital one nurse can oversee several 
patients; care is 24 hours a day. In the commu¬ 
nity the patient is likely to have 3xl5-minute 
visits a day. No comparison. What does the be¬ 
leaguered carer do on their tighter-than-tight 
schedule as they arrive at a house to find a pa¬ 
tient has messed the bed, had a stroke, had a 
fall, taken too much medication and all the 
other myriad things that can go wrong? In hos¬ 
pital there is control - and safety. 

8. In a rural area - such as ours - driving can¬ 
not be timed with any accuracy. In a lot of cases 
the travelling between patients will take longer 
than the visit itself. This would obviously be a 
huge waste of time and resources. 

9. Should the NHS save money with this mad 
scheme, the even greater financial cost would 
just transfer to the Care in the Community 
budget. It’s all public money and robbing Peter 
to pay Paul makes no sense whatsoever. 

I beseech you to retain Seaton Hospital beds 
and reverse this disastrous policy before it’s 
too late.

-fort has gone into keeping the integrity the place 
enjoys; to protect the brand but make it even bet¬ 
ter.” 

Ben added: “It has evolved over the years and 
Michael has added a lot, but some aspects needed 
a little shake-up. We have re-focused and taken a 
fresh look at things without being too radical. 

“We wanted to modernise in some ways but 
keep the core values of the company. We’re never 
going to step away from model railways; we’re re¬ 
ally proud of what we do. The common theme is 
quality and we wanted that to show across the 
board.” 

One of their main aims was to improve dining 
options at the park, which vary by season, and 
The Junction - offering authentic Spanish tapas 
and freshly-cooked pizzas - is sure to be a wel¬ 
come addition this year. Visitors will be able to 
enjoy the Mediterranean fare al fresco with stun¬ 
ning views across Lyme Bay - “a little piece of 
Italy just above Beer,” as Russ describes it. 

The Junction will provide an alternative to the 
more traditional Garden Room restaurant, which 
has benefited from a kitchen refit over the winter 
and staff have been given training by award-win¬ 
ning Charmouth chef Ian Simpson, who has 
helped add more variety to the menu. 

For something a little more decadent, cream 
teas, afternoon tea and high tea will be served in 
the genuine 1950s Orion Pullman Car - perfect 
for a special occasion - or, if you’re looking for a 
quick fix, the new Whistle Stop grill will be serv¬ 


ing up bacon and egg rolls, burgers and sausages. 

There’s plenty to tucker out the children after 
all that food, with Pecorama’s play areas having 
also been freshened up over the winter. With 
large areas having been resurfaced, they boast a 
new train line floor graphic and play trains, 
along with the already-popular pirate ship and 
Castle Peco.

Waller, but the band’s wide repertoire also fea¬ 
tures songs made famous by artists as diverse 
as Patsy Cline, Marilyn Monroe, the Inkspots, 
Fats Domino and even Mr Elvis Presley. 

The variety of music itself is significant, 
evocative of the elusive, shifting, pulse that de¬ 
fines the sound of New Orleans. The city has a 
tradition of bands being hired to attract a 
crowd, or to add spirit and generate excite¬ 
ment for all kinds of occasion. Since their 
foundation in Dorset in the early 1980s the 
Sunset Cafe Stompers have followed in that 
tradition: playing at festival and jazz clubs the 
length and breadth of the country, down to 
Cornwall and up to Cumbria, as well as wed¬ 
ding, funerals, garden parties and village 
halls.
